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Report by Executive Director 

First, I’d like to pay respect to entire volunteers 
and stafT in KFP&MCHA who embroidered 
remarkable success in 2018, dashing all the way 
Forward to realizing their noble ideal. All 
achievements made in this glorious year cannot be 
imagined apart from positive supports and 
assistance by government. And besides, these arc 
the results of cooperation by IPPF and ESEAOR 
through their spiritual and logistical assistance as 
ever. 

Availing myself to this opportunity, I would 
love to extend deep gratitude in the name of the 
Secretariat of Association and myself. 

Remarkable outcome to be noted this year was 
that our voice joined in the development of the 
national strategic plan for midwifery, which is of 
key importance in providing quality health care 
for pregnant women and new borns. 

Total 443,041 cases of SRH services were 
provided in 2018, including modem FP services 
widely delivered in 240 ri clinics thanks to 
successful implementation of “Foundation of 
Associated Health Facility” (AHF) project under 
close relationship with MoPH. Thus. Association 
has witnessed the highest record in service and 
fully demonstrated its existence as a leading 
agency in this field. 


Aggressive 1EC activities based on various 
mass media as well as innovative and diverse 
methods enabled more than 1.2million people to 
be informed about SRI IR, which is 20% above the 
plan, targets for 29 out of 31 expected result 
indicators were attained in the current year of the 
strategic plan. 

Facing with us are extensive tasks to 
materialize the policies and plans newly set before 
the Association, and to sustain and expand the 
achievements gained in hitting the targets for 
doubling service, and to prompt the 
information-based operation at a higher level.

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Advocacy 
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Positive efforts were paid lor advocacy 
targeting government officials focusing on 
providing favorable environments for promoting 
SRH of population by Association. One of 
important events was the workshop held in Grand 
People’s Study House under the theme of “Family 
Planning is human right” on the occasion of 
“World Population Day” on the 1 Ith of July. 
Activities conducted by Association for 
promoting SRH of population was introduced 
through the discussion titled as “Implementation 
of ‘Foundation of Associated Health Facility’ 
(AHF) project” to government officials including 
those from MoPH and CBS as well as others from 
Population Centre and Pyongyang Maternity 
Hospital, etc. In other several occasions, 
volunteers and staff had talks with the officials 
from each level people's committees about the 
issues related with promotion of SRH. Officials 
expressed their satisfaction for dynamic efforts of 
Association in promoting reproductive health and 
some contributions to fulfilling the national 
strategy for reproductive health as in the past 
years, agreed upon constant support and 
cooperation. 
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To improve women’s SRHR 
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To involve women in the advocacy actions to protect and promote the rights of women in the Held of 
SRH is of prime importance in improving their SRH. Hereby, it is essential to raise awareness of the 
officials concerned. 

Volunteers paid active efforts to raise awareness of the officers in women's organization by holding the 
interviews about advocating women's rights. As a result, the environment for fully ensuring SRHR of 
women was provided through relations with women’s organizations in 4 counties including llyangsan 
County. 

Under the support of Association, women’s organizations in many regions including llyangsan, 
Sinphyong, Ihongchon counties conducted advocacy activities for protecting women’s SRHR in 
workshops held on International Women's Day on March 8 and on the Day of promulgation of the I^iw on 
Sex Equality. 
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Strengthening collaboration with 
youth organizations 
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Volunteers and Staff from Association met the 
leaders from youth organizations in 6 provinces 
including South Phyongan Province to distribute 
the IEC materials of various subjects and types, to 
inform them about significance of youth SRH and 
to have collaborative relations with them. 

Greeting the Youth Day and on various 
occasions, youth organizations held the seminars 
by regions under the support of Association, being 
involved with advocacy activities regarding SRH. 

Officers from provincial health department were 
present at the workshop held under the topic of 
“Youth Reproductive health” in Maengsan County, 
South Phyongan Province on the 28th of August 
and gave audience to the speeches made by young 
people. 
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Contribution to development of the 
national strategic plan for midwifery 
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Doing recognized by government officials that 
Association is playing a positive role in 
implementing the national reproductive health 
strategy as in its development, staff from 
Association were involved in developing the 
national strategic plan for midwifery. 

Staff from Association took part in the 
consultative meetings for developing the national 
strategic plan for midwifery, held twice by MoPH, 
to share the opinions about its components and to 
provide the answers to the questions raised in 
relation to the demands of services and 
experiences in service delivery in the target areas 
in past years.

Communication 
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Production and dissemination of varieties of IEC materials 

Under relations with Foreign Languages 
Publishing House, varieties of IEC materials were 
made and published as posters and leaflets on the 
theme of SRH. They were distributed to the 
population in the target areas and the officers in the 
distribution centers in counties/dislricts were of 
great help. 

As a whole. 15,000 copies of IEC materials of 3 
kinds including the leaflet “Pregnancy and 
diabetes”, poster “STI care”, etc. were made and 
distributed to help raising social awareness about 
SRH. 
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Photo exhibition was arranged by Association under the title of “Youth - masters of future” in 
the Central Youth Hall in March 16-22. Displayed were photos of young people taking a 
significant role in many sectors of the country and other photos showing the activities of 
Association conducted for promoting SRIIR for youth. Current photo exhibition was a 
meaningful event which elevated the concerns of young people about reproductive health with the 
presence of more than 7,500 young people for 7 days. Volunteers and staff of Association 
conducted IEC activities in every comer of Pyongyang city when mass sports activities were on a 
high tide for physical strength examination in August and September. 

Therefore, more than 18,000 young people were able to acquire reproductive health 
information w ithin a short span of time of only 2 months. 
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IEC activilies lor the passengers onboard 

Under approval by the officials from related 
sector, IEC activities for reproductive health in 
railway stations were carried out on a pilot basis. 

To this aim, cabinets for IEC materials were 
installed in the platforms and waiting halls of the 
railway stations so as to enable the passengers to 
acquire wider knowledge about reproductive 
health by the aid of those materials. 

This has advantage of wider availability by more 
targets with limited volunteers only based on the 
railway stations usually crowded with travellers. 
4,000 copies of materials were used for the pilot 
activit 
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IEC activities through various mass media 
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Ellorts were paid to IEC activities based on 
radio, one of mass media, by Association last year. 
We met the officials in the radio sector, informed 
about significance of SRH and requested for 
support. 

As a result, number of persons with access to 
positive information related with SRH increased by 
more than 20,000 against prior year. 
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Service 

Delivery 
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Building capacity of service providers 
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Association organized the training on several 
subjects, regarding it as the most significant 
factor for raising service quality to uplift the tech¬ 
nical and practical capacity of service providers. 

Training on MISP was organized in September 
to build the capacity for timely response to the 
frequent disasters due to abnormal climatic phe¬ 
nomena sweeping over the globe, while the 
training on diagnosis and treatment of STI/RTI 
was done for service providers in lower level 
facilities in November, successively to prior year. 

Association also arranged the refresher 
training for service providers in relations with the 
national training institutes, as a part of activities 
to improve the technical standard of service pro¬ 
viders in line with the global trends in medical 
science and technology and to apply profound 
experiences and achievements in this field to the 
service. 

All these trainings made contributions to sus¬ 
tainable improvement of quality of service deliv¬ 
ered by Association.

Medical stalT in Association, who arc beloved by the people for their friendly and quality service for 
decades, paid their efforts to deliver comprehensive reproductive health services including modem family 
planning services to meet the demands of the clients. 

Especially, sincere efforts of outreach service teams to keep to the schedule of service despite 
unfavorable conditions deeply moved the population and officers in the target areas, thereby, 
consolidating the partnership with them and providing quality reproductive health services without 
breaking, number of services delivered through outreach service teams reaching 159,604. 

IEC activities in the waiting room in various ways and raising quality of counseling is of great 
significance in making good use of service time to disseminate the reproductive health knowledge. 
Service providers in FP clinics helped the clients make appropriate informed-choice by delivering quality 
counseling services to 149,719 cases. 

Thanks to their energetic devotions, total number of services provided in the sen ice delivery points 
increased by 9.4% relative to the year 2017, with 161,803 cases for FP services and 185,635 cases for Rl I 
sendees, respectively. 
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Sen ed peoples services delivered lEC materials 
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AHF activities for attaining the targets for doubling services 

Under agreement with MoPH, modem FP services were delivered based on logistic and technical 
support by Association in 240 peripheral health service facilities including 90 AHFs newly established in 
2018. 

About 96,000 of modem FP sen ices were prov ided to 18,874 persons in the year through “AHF” 
project implemented in a wide scale covering 24 counties in 6 provinces. 

Meanwhile, more than 37,000 copies of IEC materials were distributed to “AHF”s to be used for raising 
public awareness about RH. 

In 3 years of implementing the project, total No. of services reached 209,075, which accounts for about 
33% of total No. of FP services(636,830) delivered in the same period. 

In line with growing internal and external concerns about this activity as well as rising favorable 
reputations. Association is making ambitious plan to further expand “Associated Health Facility”. 
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To succeed in the 3rd phase accreditation 
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To undergo accreditation with success in 2019, 
self-assessment was done on a pilot basis based 
on the questionnaire related with accreditation. 
Staff in the Head Office made thorough review 
about the data on regular supervisions as well as 
the data on management and operation of Asso¬ 
ciation. Actually, some indicators related with the 
quality of services were evaluated as not to meet 
the eligibility criteria for M As. Based on it. Asso¬ 
ciation shifted regular supervision conducted in 
November into self-assessment for accreditation, 
enabling to further scale up the activities of Asso¬ 
ciation. 
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29th AGM was held in Pyongyang in April 18-19,2018. Achievements gained in 2017 were 
reviewed and the targets to be attained this year were set forth. Deliberations were brought in 
relation to them. New policies were adopted to address SRHR issues rising front global 
climatic changes and ageing in the society, and additional action plans were discussed 
according to them. 

Executive council meetings reviewed the quarterly and half year activities routinely and 
organized detailed activities to ensure that all kinds of activities directed towards 
implementation of the strategic plan 2016-2020. Especially, Executive Council meeting held 
in October discussed the issues on relocating some clinics for closer access of service delivery 
points to remote areas. And the issues were discussed for strengthening cooperations with 
public hospitals to elevate cost-effectiveness in service delivery. Practical measures were taken 
to support the stricken areas in response to the call by regional office to assist 1PPA affected by 
earthquake, to fulfill its responsibility as one of MAs of IPPF. 





Holding Youth forum 



In February, youth forum was held in Pyongyang at the presence 
of 35 youth representatives from each province. 3 agendas were 
discussed including review of implementation of youth activity 
plan, capacity strengthening of new youth volunteers, nomination 
of youth representatives to regional youth forum. Youth activities 
planned last year were implemented in success and activities by 
youth volunteers from Phyongsong City, which were done 
specifically to meet the features of the targets, were highly 
appraised. And discussions were made upon organizing two 
batches of orientation for youth volunteers this year. Finally, 
representative Kwon Hyok Choi was elected as a representative to 
regional youth forum. 
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Speeding up to establish CM IS 
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Association carried out positive activities to finalize CM IS in FP clinics, intensifying 
governance for effective operation of CMIS. As a part of it training for staff on CMIS 
was conducted in Thongchon County in May. It helped the participants have correct 
understanding about e-CMIS. 



Building up youth volunteer groups 
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It is of great significance in enabling youth to keep aware about and protect their SRMR 
to build up youth volunteer groups. 

With this regard. Association conducted IEC activities to involve youth volunteers in 
its activities as well as other volunteers with different backgrounds from early days of the 
year. Therefore, number of new enrolled youth volunteers increased by 20% compared to 
the prior year. It provided a solid basis for Association to promote SRI I for youth. 
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Increasing partnership 
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In cooperation with the officials of Sci-tech Complex, SRH data were displayed on the 
homepage of‘Sci-tech Complex’, on which data were effectively shared based on sci-tech 
dissemination centers network. And besides, reproductive health issues are presented on 
the “Q&A” interface and provided the key answers in easy expressions with examples. 

Therefore, homepage for “Sci-tech Complex” serves not only for information 
dissemination but also for exchanges, thereby, about 150 members were enlisted as online 
activists. 
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Strengthening collaborations and friendship between MAs 
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5 persons from KFP&MCHA including Mr. Ko Kwang Jin. President, and Mr. So Hyon C’hol, 
ED. paid a visit to Reproductive Health Association of Cambodia in March 12-16. 

They visited the I lead Office of the Association located in the capital, Phnom Penh, and GAT 
Clothing factory as well as FP clinic in Siem Reap in the northwestern part of the country. 

They made apprehension about positive achievements and experiences gained by RHAC in 
development and operation of CM1S, peculiar field activities for IEC and services, peer 
education, etc. 

Meanwhile, 5 persons from Association visited Vietnam Family Planning Association in 
March 25-29, 2018. The delegation had a talk with the staff including ED in Head Office. 
Experiences in successful project activities were shared. 

Visits paid to MAs in the region deepened the friendship and mutual understanding. 
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Field visit of senior management team from regional office 
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Senior management team from IPPF ESEAOR 
including Mr. Gesscn, Director of Strategic 
Partnership, Advocacy & External Affairs and Mr. 
Vijay, Finance Director paid a visit to 
KFP&MCHA to review and evaluate the activities 
done by Association in September 6-11. 

They had an interview with major governing 
members including Mr. Ko Kwang Jin, President, 
and met other staff to review in detail about the 
activities in the past years. They also looked around 
some service delivery points and “AHF”. During 
the visit, achievements gained by Association were 
highly appraised and discussions were made related 
with issues rising in the activities and the measures 
to be taken against them, practical issues for 3rd 
phase accreditation to be done by IPPF. 

Field review by senior management team from 
Regional Office was a significant event in 
strengthening the cooperative relations within the 
region and to bring about sustainable development. 
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EDs' meeting in ESEAOR 
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Taking part in the regional youth forum 
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EDs’ meeting of ESEAOR was held in Kuala Lumpur, capital of Malaysia, in June 
20-22, 2018. The meeting reviewed the activities of MAs and introduced excellent 
experiences gained in addressing priority issues in the region, presented the way forward 
for implementing the strategic framework of IPPF 2016-2022. 
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Attending the Gender & Disability workshop 

As a part of activities to implement the recommendations made in EDs' meeting held in 
June, Gender & Disability workshop was held in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, in October 
23-25, 2018. ED attended the meeting on behalf of KLP&MCUA. 

Importance of addressing gender equality and disability issues, achievements and 
experiences in the progress were introduced and the ways forward were deliberated. 
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
